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Molotov Kills All Chances For 


Peace In Indochina; Blasts Out 


New Charges; West Is Resentful

GENEVA (JI — Western diplo 
mats said Blurrily today Soviet For­ 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov had 
all but killed chances of peace in 
war-torn Indochina by his latest 
policy statement. 
Outlining 
his * "peace 
term s" 
late yesterday to the nine-party In­ 
dochina conference, Molotov not 
only raised new issues but leveled 
charges which aroused Western re­ 
sentment. 
Western 
leaders 
prepared 
to 
voice their reaction formally at an­ 
other Indochina session today. 
A U. S. spokesman called the 
Molotov speech "purely destruc­ 
tive." A British spokesman said it 
contained 
nothing 
helpful. 
The 
French called it "extremely ag­ 
gressive" and said it contained 
"provocative term s." 
Western delegates were as much 
disturbed by the hostile remarks 
in Molotov’s speech as fey his ac­ 
tual proposals. 
HiU U. S. Again 
He accused the United States of 
masterminding a plan to under­ 
mine the Geneva conference and 
extend the Indochina war. 
He criticized the policies of Pre­ 
mier Joseph Lanier* government, 
which is now facing a severe test 
in the French National Assembly. 
French Foreign Minister Georges 


Bidault hastened to Paris immedi­ 
ately after Molotov’s speech to 
take part this afternoon in the as­ 
sembly debate on Indochina.

U. S. 
spokesman 
declared 
Molotov’s speech was designed to 
have an unfavorable impact on 
French p u b l i c opinion, which 
threatens to overturn the shaky 
Laniel government. 
Western hopes received their big- 
1 gest jolt when Molotov got down 
■ to the Communist term s for an 
I Indochina peace. 
No Concessions 
Some quarters had expected him 
to rflake important concessions, 
but instead he toughened his stand 
and raised new issues. 
He proposed that the conference 
begin discussions immediately on 
a political settlement in Indochina 
without waiting for agreement to 
end the fighting. Other delegates 
thought they had gotten around 
this difficulty when the Commu- 
I nlsts agreed three weeks ago to j 
j give priority to the cease-fire dis- j 
elusion*. Molotov, however, said 
the time had now come to begin 
parallel talks on both military and ' 
political questions, perhaps rotat­ 
ing from one phase to the other on 
alternate days.

WASHINGTON <P—S ecretary of

Dulles told a news conference he 
thought developments in the discus­ 
sions at Geneva, on both Korea 
and Indochina, m ight come to a 
head In the near future.

No Intervention Now 
Dulles told reporters the adm in­ 
istration has no present plans for 
asking Congress for authority to 
intervene in Southeast Asia. 
He said the reaction to the E i­ 
senhower adm inistration’s call for 
a united front of Allied nations has 
not reached the point of general 
acceptance th at would m ake an 
appeal to Congress a m atter of 
practical politics. 
The United States, he said em ­ 
phatically. has no intention of deal­ 
ing with this p r o b l e m single­ 
handedly—unless the Chinese Com­ 
m unists launch a new m ilitary ag­ 
gression. 
Consider Other Matters 
Dulles also said on other m at­ 
ters : 
1. The past six m onths there 
have been m ore high level defec­ 
tions from the Soviet Union than 
ever before in Soviet history. He 
declined to am plify this com m ent 
in any way. 
2. Very considerable progress, in 
Dulles’ opinion, has been m ade on 
narrowing differences b e t w e e n 
Italy and Yugoslavia over Trieste, 
in the course of negotiations under 
way at London. 
3. The United States favors a 
special m eeting of the Am erican 
republics’ foreign m inisters to con­ 
sider m easures to deal with the 
G uatem alan situation in which the

SUPREME COURT 
ADJOURNS AFTER 
LATE DECISIONS

WASHINGTON lift—'The Suprem e 
Court bas adjourned for the sum ­ 
mer after handling down Monday 
a batch of decisions and orders, 
the most significant of which held 
the federal governm ent m ay con­ 
trol the price of all natural gas 
sold across state lines. 
The court split 5-3 in ruling that 
the Federal Power Commission has 
authority to fix rates for natural 
gas produced and gathered by the 
Phillips Petroleum Co. and sold to 
pipeline com panies for interstate I 
use. Justice Jackson took no part. ■ 
Lawyers have said the ruling 
would affect m ore than 2.300 inde­ 
pendent gas producers. 
O ther Actions 
In other actions before adjourn­ 
ing until Oct. 4, the court: 
1. Ruled 5-3 that sections of the 
1946 law which require lobbyists to 
register and file financial reports 
with Congress are constitutional. 
The court said, however, that it 
was not necessary to decide now 
the constitutionality of another sec­ 
tion of the law which provides pen­ 
alties for violations. Chief Justice 
W arren said in the m ajority opin­ 
ion that issue could be settled later 
if suits are filed Involving persons 
sentenced for such violations.
